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Summer Youth Program — Success 


For the second year, BART is partici- 
pating in the Summer Youth Program, 
providing jobs and training for some 75 
young people from the three counties 
in the district. 


The number represents nearly a 300 
percent increase over last year's 
enrollment of 27 youths, several of 
whom went on to hold temporary or 
part-time positions at BART after the 
conclusion ofthe program. 


Last year's program, held in con- 
junction with the Bay Area Urban 
League, was expanded this year to 
include the Alameda County Training 
and Education Board and the City of 
Richmond. 


The agencies selected the young 
people who are working in such areas 
as police services, employee relations, 
planning and analysis, budget and 
capital programs, affirmative action, 
administrative services, information 
systems, maintenance and engineer- 
ing, controller-treasurer, materials 
management and public affairs. 


The program is supported by the 
United States Department of Labor 
with funds from the Job Training Partner- 
ship Act (JTPA). 


The young people selected for the 
program reported to work July 2 and 
will continue through September 15. 


“It's really nice working here,” said 
Sheila Gibson of Oakland, who added 
that she enjoys her job in the finance 
department. “I'm getting a knowledge 
of accounting, which is a good field. | 
might take it up in college.” 


Tamie Canalin of Alameda, who is 
working in the library, said that "I am 
learning a lot — filing, typing and sec- 
retarial work. | like to have those 
skills.” 


“| have a better understanding of the 
business world,” said Antonio Tantoja 
of Richmond about his job in the 
budget department. “I hope to study 
interior design and you have to know 
how to deal with people. This 
experience wiil help me a lot.”

As he completed running his 
kilometer, Pete Avalos, BART's Olym- 
pic Torchbearer, said, “This is one of 
the greatest events of my life. | want to 
thank everyone who contributed to 
make this possible for me.” 

Avalos, who is a tool room attendant 
at Oakland Shops, ran his Olympic 
Torch Relay kilometer in the Carmel 
Valley area on July 17, 1984. He was 
rooted on by his family and more than a 
thousand cars who were following the 
route of the torch. As the cars passed 
him they gave him a rousing cheer 
after Avalos turned over the flame to 
the next runner. 

In October of last year, an ad-hoc 
committee of BART employees got 
together to see if it was possible to 
raise the $3,000 which was necessary 
to put a runner in the race. Avalos 
raised nearly $1,300 which meant he 
would carry the Olympic Torch on 
behalf of the BART Youth Legacy Com- 
mittee. 

According to Sy Mouber, who coordi- 
nated the fund raising effort, “It was a 
good effort, and through the generosity 
of an ‘angel’ we got our bid in just 
before the deadline.” 

Mouber expressed disappointment 
that Avalos did not run in the BART dis- 
trict. The explanation he received from 
the L.A. Olympic Organizing Committee 
was that the BART Youth Legacy Com- 
mittee funds for the kilometer arrived 
at such a late date the closest location 
was Carmel Valley. 

However, this did not dampen 
Avalos’ enthusiasm for something he 
and his family will always remember. 
Avalos received a running uniform and 
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the Olympic Torch he carried is now 
his to keep. 

Big kudos should go to UPE 390/ 
400 since they came up with a portion 
of Avalos’ traveling expenses. 

While BART employees were able to 
raise $2,400 of the $3,000 needed to 
reserve an Olympic torch kilometer, 
the balance came from an “angel”, who 
hopes someday to be reimbursed for at 
least $500, since he wants to make a 
donation of $100 towards the goal.

Landers column that was pressed into 
his hand by an “anonymous agent" at 
the ATU meeting. Entitled “A Short 
Course in Human Relations,” the excerpt 
went on to say: 

“The six most important words in the English 
language are: | WAS WRONG — PLEASE 
FORGIVE ME. 

“The five most important words: YOU DID A 
GOOD JOB. 

“The four most important words: WHAT IS 
YOUR OPINION? 

“The three most important words: CAN | 
HELP? 

“The two most important words: THANK YOU. 

“The one most important word: YOU. 

“The least important word: I.” 

Those remarks typified the spirit of 
cooperation that characterized all of 
the meetings, according to the partici- 
pants 

“They were among the most suc- 
cessful workshops that we have ever 
conducted,” said Don Bankston, man- 
ager of labor relations. He spent two 
months organizing the conferences 
with his aides, William Kendricks and 
Justinian Caire, labor relations 
analysts responsible respectively for 
the UPE and the ATU 

“Any time you get management and 
unions talking, it's good,” added the 
UPE's Waalkens. “I view the con- 
ference as a useful and helpful tool. If 
you can open a line of dialogue, it will 
help in resolving problems.” 

His views were echoed by the ATU's 
White, who said “I thought it was one of 
the best seminars that we have ever 
had. Management was interested in 
everything that was going on.” 

Special credits go to Herschell Levi, 
a clerk in the labor relations depart- 
ment; Sue Angeli, UPE 390/400 chief 
steward, and union representative Max 
Senteney for their assistance in 
organizing the seminars. 

The workshops went on each day 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. and included such 
topics as money funds and pension 
plans, employee assistance programs 
and labor relations 

And, of course, who could forget the 
closing banquets and the jokes and 
songs they inspired.

In order to assist BART employees in 
learning about the various benefit 
health plans available to them, the 
Employee Benefits Unit has provided the 
following commonly asked questions and 
the solutions to the problems. 


Q. | want to have my new spouse or 
child added to my health, dental, phar- 
maceutical and vision plan. How do | 
add a new dependent to my coverage? 

A. If your new dependent is a child, 
send a copy of the birth certificate 
along with completed BART enrollment 
forms to the Employee Benefits Unit of 
the Employee Relations Department. 
(Enrollment forms can be obtained 
from the Benefits Unit, extension 
6212.) If your new dependent is a 
spouse, also send in the completed 
BART enrollment form and a copy of 
your marriage certificate. If the 
Benefits Unit does not receive the 
enrollment form within 30 days after 
you acquire a new dependent, then you 
must wait until the open enrollment 
period usually from May 15-June 15 of 
each year before you can add them. 
That means that they will not be 
covered by a BART plan until July 1 of 
that year. 

If you are unable to obtain a copy of 
the birth certificate or other ‘‘verifica- 
tion of eligibility,” simply send in the 
completed BART enrollment forms. 
You can then send in the appropriate 
“verification of eligibility’ such as the 
birth certificate as soon as it is avail- 
able. 

Q. What happens if I have bills which 
were submitted in 1983 to Blue Cross 
and my health problems are continuing 
this year? How will this be handled? 

A. Claims for services prior to 1/1/ 
84 must be filed with Blue Cross. 
Claims for services which occurred on 
1/1/84 and after must be filed with 
Bankers Life even if they pertain to the 
same medical problem(s). 

Q. How do I continue my over-age 
18-year-old dependent on my health 
plan? Can I just send in a copy of my 
child's student body card? 
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A Question 


of Health 


A. You should provide the Benefits 
Unit with written verification of full- 
time student status from the school's 
registrar. It may also be necessary to 
provide this proof from time to time as 
claims on this dependent are pro- 
cessed. 

Q. What do I dò if I am ill or injured 
and | run out of sick leave? 

A. Contact the Benefits Unit and 
they will send you an application for 
short-term disability that you and your 
doctor will need to fill out and return. 
Also be sure that you let the Benefits 
Unit know your expected return to 
work date. You may be required to 
have a physical examination with a 
BART-appointed doctor before you 
can returnto work. 

While-reading this material, remem- 
ber that benefits are governed by 
various documents and plans. The 
statements above are general and we 
have made them as simple as possible 
while still maintaining accuracy. The 
district's benefit plans are sometimes 
complex and are subject to change but 
— when there is a conflict — any deci- 
sion will have to be based on the plans 
themselves and not on these state- 
ments.
